New Ori.k.ws, March Ki Xt>w Or- 
leans strnck the Mafia adeath-bluw 
hatnrday. It rose <n its might almost 
•t midday and wrecked a terrible ven- 
geance upon the Sicilian assassins who 
relsntlflssly sisw Darid C. Haonessy: 
and thongh there are eleren men dead 
now who wen- happy Friilay over their 
vi( tory in the gre;itest crini.niil trial 
tlie city has ever witnessed, the work of 
bloo'l was accomplished wi hout nn- 
necessary disorder, without riotin-^, 
without pillaging and without the in- 
fliction d BuSsring upon any innocent 
man, save ttM, and lie was only slightly 
hnrt. 

Eleven peojjle met death at the lianils 
of !i inob in broad dayliicht. The ileail 
are: Joseph Macheca, Man el Poliizi, 
Antonio Manhesi. Antonio ScotTtidi, 
An.onioBagnitto. Eocco Geracci. .lames 
Caruso, Lmetto Comites, Louis Trabui, 
Frank Romero and i- ie.ro Monaet rio. 

On Wednesday night. Oct. 1.5. 18.10. 
be ween 11 and Iz o'clock, David ( '. 
lie .ncK ey. sujierinlendent of polii eof 
^evv < r.eans. wa.s sliot from amhnsh on 
(ii ard fstreet, nt ar 1 asiii. wnunds 
were made, causing his death the fol 
lowing forenoon. 

The assassination created intense ex- 
ci ement in the city, and the native born 
population charged it to the Mafia, an 
Ita.inn or Cicilian society for assassina- 
tion, which, it wsM c larged, exists in 
New (Jrieans, New York and in other 
cities which have a large It.ilian and Si- 
cilian population. 

On Not. 80, the grand' jury returned 
one indictment for murder and one for 
shooting with intent to kill wnile lying 
in wait again t each of the following: 
T'eter Natali, Antonio S<-affldi, Antonio 
Bagnetto. Manuel Polizzi. Antonio M .r- 
chesi. Pletro Monasterlo. taitian In- 
cardona, !-alvador hun^eri. Loretto 
Comite/, ( harles Trahina and Charles 
Poit/a as phiu ipa's, and J. P. Mucheca. 
James Caruso, Charles Matranga, Eocco 
Gerac-ci, Charles Pator io. Frank Rom- 
ero, .lames Carusa and Aspero Auurcbesi 
as accessories. 

The grand purr inrestigated the case 
and fresh fndfctmeiits weie loand 
against the in-isoners. on Deo. la the 
prisoners were arraigned and on Feb. 17 
the trial was bf'gan. ■ The district attor- 
ney announ ed that the state would ask 
for a severance of the case and would 
place on tiial in the present issne Jo- 
seph P. Macheca, Antonio SoaHldi, An- 
tonio taxnetto. Manuel PoUsal, Antonio 
Marohesi, Aspero Marches!, Bastion In- 
cardona. Pietro Monasterlo and Charles 
Matranga. nine, leaving the other ten 
prisoners to be tried later. 

It took two weeks to get a Jury, and 
three panels of t 8 0 talMtmen were ex- 
hausted. Home eight daji were con- 
sumed in hearing the evidence. Last 
'Wednesday, two da s before the jury 
trying the prisoneis brought in the 
verdict, the grand jury indicted two 
private detecuves for tampering with 
nurors. The Jury brought in (he verdict 
Friday monung, finding six of ttie men 
not guilty— Macransa, Macheca, Inmr- 
dona, Bsgnetto ana ihetwoMaiohssis. 
and returning a mis>triAl in the case of 
the other three- Si affleoi, PoUsti and 
Monasteiia 

A dramatic incident in the trial was 
the confeS'iion to the judge and at- 
torneys for the state and for the defense 
of one of the auctued named Pollitz, 
who durinx the rest of the trial was 
crazy with rear of the levenge of his 
fellow prisoners and of the Maua. 

When the verdict became known in 
Kew Orleans Friday evening there was 
general rejoicing in the tuiian colony, 
and the Italian uhips and .^unks in the 
port dres.Hed in flags and showed other 
symbols of joy. 

But on the part of the native-bom cit- 
izens there was fierce indignation, not 
unmixed with fear, and a public cidl 
was isstied for a maos meeting of citi- 
sens to take place Saturday moming 
and asking that the citizens come pi«- 
pared to carry out what justlos fliilad to 
do. The call was signed by aboota 
hundred leading citi:ien8. 

Friday ni^ht a body of cool heade<l 
men, lawyers, doctors, merchants and 
political leader.s— all persons of influence 
and Hocial standing -quietly met and 
decided that some action must be taken, 
and the jwople s justice, swift and sure, 
visited uikju those whi>in the jury had 
neglecieu to i linish. Saturday morning 
a call for a mass meetiuK at Clays luare, 
on Canal street, appeared in the pn; era. 
which editorially depiecated violence. 
The siffiiificant dosing si-ntence of the 
call was. "Come prepareil for action." 

The call was answered by the p >pu- 
lace. 5\t 10 o'clock there was a crowd 
of Ho\ eral thoiuand anxious people con- 
gregated around the statue. They hard- 
ly knew wliat was going to happen, hut 
tliey seemed ready to go to any length, 
and while there were of course many of 
the lower element in the throng, a large 
proportion wei'e the leading people of 
the town. 

There were thr -e addresses, short and 
pithv, and buHiness-like, and the as- 
semblage, uuwiliingly, was 8oon kt yi-d 
up to a nigh pitch and demon.strative m 
i*s dentmciation of the aNsassiuH. Each 
of the siieakers said there had been a

WAR WITH ITALY. 

Sha Will Make a Daiuand am Mm VaHs4

Nkw Ori,e.\ns, March Irt. — It is 
daimeil by Signor Corte, the Italian 
consul here, that three of the men 
killed Batiuday are Italian subjects, and 
he has thersfore laid the matter before 
the minister at 'Washington, who will 
malie a demand on the United States 
for redress. There has already been a 
correspondence between Blaine and the 
Italian minister in regard to this very 
case on the statement that the Italian 
prisoae!« were being badly treated in 
the mrish prison. The men claimed as

On the other hand it is asserted bv 
the supervisor of registration that all 
thre • or these men and all the eleven 
murdered n en have been naturalized, 
were registered and voted in the last 
election. iSunzeri and Natale. two of 
the pri.soneru who are acknowleged to 
be Italian s-ibjects. escaped killing 
almost by a urracle. It is thought here 
that the c ti/en^hlp of the men who 
were killed may prove a matter at some 
importance dip lomatioall y.

Washinoton, March 16.— The lynch- 
ing of Italians in New Orleans Saturday 
has already been brought to the atten- 
tion of the preeident and Secretary 
Blaine, hot just what further steps, if 
any, will be taken by the president be- 
vond the mere disapproval of mob vio- 
lence, as evinenced oy the tone of Secre- 
tary blaine's dispatch to Oovemor 
Nicholls caunot LiO ascertained. Neither 
Secietury ulaiue nor baron Fava, the 
Italian minis er. could be found at their 
homes last night and at the Italian lega- 
tion absoltftt reticence on the subject 
was preserved. 

Among congressmen and diplomats 
who have given such matters some at- 
tention, it u not thought that ti.e mas- 
sacre of the several Italian subjects can 
become a matter for intemntioiial con- 
sideration, or complication between 
Italy and the United States. The men,' 
it iti said, were not murdered as Italians 
and the only reparation that . can be ob- 
tained, is possibly, damages by the wives 
or relatives of the dead Italian subjects 
from the municipal government of New 
Orleans for protecting the persons of in- 
dividuals— aliens— who at the time they 
met their death, were temporarily at 
least in the custody of the unnidpal 
authorities of that city. 

Ureat fear is felt here by former resi- 
dents of New Orleans, now in Washing- 
ton, that the race troubles are not at an 
sad there 7ft, and itr Is fieely predicted 



"it .'-K ihans ihe tanan tiuarter wiii be 
sacked. 1 he police hate the Ita ians, 
and would be of no use in suppressing 
an outbreak against them. The Italians, 
and all that strange mass of people 
from foreign Mediterranean seaports, 
which is HO large an element of the 
foreign quarter of New Ur levins who 
are commonly called 'dagoes," are all 
armed, and will fight like wild cats with 
that strange furv that upon orciaskwi 
characteri e<i mobs of the Lattntace, 
mad with fu'y and fright.
